But as work gels 
under way al Rogun use will be 
made of Urn experience gained 
In the const melton of the Nurek 
dam, the biggest yet on the 
Vakhsh. At that site, the build- 
ing materials for tire dam came 
straight from tho pit along a 
four-kilometre conveyor belt.

For most dnemagoers It was 
Valentin Chernykh's work on 
Ihe script ol tho film "Moscow 
Does Not Believe In Tears", 
that made him known to them. 
The film la a record-holder en- 
suring full houses and leading 
to long eod stormy discussions 
In the Metro, buses and simply 
In Ihe street. For those acquain- 
ted with the cinema world Use 
snccess was not a sudden one— 
they remembered well the suc- 
cess — less sweeping but just 
as sensational — ot the two 
other films for which Chernykh 
wrote the script: “Man In His 
Own Place" and "Persona] Opi- 
nion". 

Chernykh, who. was 37 at the 
time he made bis film debut In 
“Man In His Own Place", was 
born and raised In a village, In 
the Pskov Region, He changed 
his occupation a lot, working 
as a shipyard worker, a TV di- 
rector, etc., roved all over the 
country, eventually graduating 
from the All-Union Institute 
for Cinematography. 

A new type of hero with a 
completely unconventional out- 
look was the main reason for 
the success of the scriptwri- 
ter's first film. The young col- 
lective farm chairman, Semyon 
Bobrov, appeared to combine 
diametrically opposed charac- 
teristics! ,an Intelligent ap- 
proach, a good brain, and edu- 
cation, on tho one hand, with 
dynamism, energy, and an abil- 
ity to tako Arm action, on the 
olher. His Ideas of how to 
manage Urn farm, load people, 
and how to work — which were 
bewllderlngly unexpected at 
nttV glance, turned out to be 
more ihen reasonable on closer 


acquaintance. So much so flint, 
lor alt their polemic character, 
they virtually became "a stra- 
tegy aid" (or many real-life 
managers, ns wos testified by 
Ihelr letters to the press. 

This talk about the principles 
of modem management, a mo- 
dern work style, about super- 
topical and vital sodal mailers 
was continued in Chernykh's 
next picture "Personal Opi- 
nion". Once again, I ho film 
centered on an original and 
very non-standard hero who 
was extremely attractive with 
his hot debating habits and as- 
sertion of the nexv. 

Both heroes tn these films 
were played by Vlndlmlr Men- 
shov, an actor who was not 


well known at tbs Urns, lb 
Menahov-Chernykh parinershlp 
turned out to be t hippy ok 
The scriptwriter hid foul 
tlio Ideal executor of hli ldti 
and a person who held cornplt- 
tely the same vlows.
